PREFACE- 


A  SERIES  of  informal  meetingswere  held  during  the  Summer 
of  1872,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  Association  of  individ¬ 
uals  interested  in  Sanitary  studies.  The  following  gentlemen 

took  part  in  these  preliminary  meetings,  and  became  members

Nicholas  L.  Campbell,  M.D.,  AdoniramB.  Judson,  M.  D. 

The  Association  was  formally  organized  by  the  adoption  of  a 
Constitution  and  the  election  of  officers,  Aug.  15,  1872. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Title. 

I.  — This  Association  shall  be  called  “  The  Public  Health 
Association  of  New  York.” 

Objects. 

II.  — The  objects  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  sanitary  science  and  the  promotion  of  organizations 
and  measures  for  the  practical  application  of  public  hygiene. 

Membership.  * 

III.  — The  Association  shall  consist  of  Active  and  Corre¬ 
sponding  members.  They  shall  be  selected  with  special  reference 
to  their  acknowledged  interest  in,  or  devotion  to,  sanitary 
studies  and  allied  sciences,  and  to  the  practical  applications  of 
the  same.  They  shall  be  elected  as  follows : 

Each  candidate  for  membership  shall  be  proposed  in  writing 
by  a  member  of  the  Association  to  the  Committee  on  Mem¬ 
bership,  with  a  statement  of  the  business  or  profession,  and 
special  qualifications  of  the  person  so  proposed ;  on  recommen¬ 
dation  of  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  and  on  receiving  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  active  members  present  at  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing,  the  candidate  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  a  member  of 
the  Association. 

Each  candidate  elected  to  active  membership  shall  pay  into 
the  Treasury  one  year’s  annual  due  before  being  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  a  member.  The  annual  due  shall  be  two  dollars. 

Corresponding  members  shall  not  be  called  upon  for  dues  or 
assessments  of  any  kind,  neither  shall  they  be  entitled  to  vote- 
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Officers. 

IV.  — The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Treas¬ 
urer. 

The  President  and  Secretaries  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
two  years ;  all  other  officers  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Presiding  Officer. 

V.  — The  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President,  or, 
in  their  absence,  a  Chairman  pro  tempore ,  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  preserve  order,  and 
shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  appeal  to  the 
Association.  He  shall  also  appoint  all  Committees  authorized 
by  the  Association,  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered. 

Recording  Secretary. 

VI.  — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  have  the  charge  of  the 
Records  and  other  property  of  the  Association.  He,  together 
with  the  presiding  officer,  shall  certify  all  acts  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Meetings,  give  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  all  meetings 
of  the  Association,  and  attend  the  same.  He  shall  keep  fair 
and  accurate  records  of  all  the  proceedings  and  orders  of  the 
Association,  and  shall  give  notice  to  the  several  officers,  and 
to  the  Executive  and  other  Committees,  of  all  votes,  orders,  re¬ 
solves  and  proceedings  of  the  Association,  affecting  them  or 
appertaining  to  their  respective  duties. 

Corresponding  Secretary. 

VII.  — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  all  the 
correspondence  of  the  Association  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

Treasurer. 

VIII.  — The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  take  charge  of  the 

o 

funds  and  securities  of  the  Association.  Out  of  these  funds 
he  shall  pay  such  sums  only  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Associa- 
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tion,  of  by  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  keep  a  true 
account  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  and,  at  each  annual 
meeting,  render  the  same  to  the  Association,  when  a  Committee 
shall  be  appointed  to  audit  his  accounts.  If,  from  the  annual 
report  of  the  Treasurer,  there  shall  appear  to  be  a  balance 
against  the  treasury,  no  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made 
for  any  object  but  the  necessary  current  expenses  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  until  such  balance  shall  be  paid.

Executive  Committee. 

X. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
the  Recording  Secretary,  and  one  member  annually  elected  by 
ballot.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
consider  and  recommend  plans  for  promoting  the  objects  of  the 
Association;  to  authorize  the  disbursement  and  expenditure  of 
unappropriated  moneys  in  the  treasury  for  the  payment  of 
current  expenses,  and,  generally,  to  superintend  the  interests  of 
the  Association,  and  execute  all  such  duties  as  may,  from  time 
to  time,  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Association.

Committee  on  Meetings. 

XI.  — The  Committee  on  Meetings  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  each  year.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Committee  on  Meetings  to  arrange  the  order  in  which  the 
Standing  Committees  shall  report;  to  select  subjects  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Association,  and  to  report  at  each  regular 
meeting  a  subject  or  subjects  to  be  discussed  at  the  next  reg¬ 
ular  meeting.  The  acceptance  of  their  report  shall  constitute 
the  programme  therein  presented  the  regular  order  of  busi¬ 
ness  for  the  next  regular  meeting. 

Committee  on  Membership. 

XII.  — The  Committee  on  Membership  shall  be  appointed  at 
the  first  regular  meeting  in  each  year,  with  power  to  add  to  its 
number.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Mem¬ 
bership  to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  best  calculated  to  in¬ 
crease  the  membership  of  the  Association;  to  consider  all 
applications  for  membership,  and,  at  the  regular  meetings, 
report  the  names  of  such  candidates  as  a  majority  shall 
approve. 

Standing  Committees. 

XIII.  — The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
first  regular  meeting  in  each  year,  with  power  to  add  to  their 
number.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Standing  Committees  to 
report  at  least  twice  in  each  year,  and  in  such  order  as  the 
Committee  on  Meetings  shall  decide,  but  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  the  Standing  Committees  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Association  anything  which  they  may  deem  of  interest,  when 
opportunity  shall  be  given  by  the  Chair. 

Meetings. 

XIV.  — The  time  and  place  of  each  annual  meeting  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Regular  meetings 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  or  place  by  concurrence 
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of  two-thirds  of  the  Executive  Committee.  There  shall  be  no 
election  of  officers  or  members,  or  change  of  Constitution,  or 
appropriation  of  money  to  exceed  the  amount  at  that  time  in 
the  treasury,  at  such  special  meeting,  except  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  all  the  active  members  of  the  Association. 

Order  of  Business. 

XV.  — The  Order  of  Business  at  all  meetings  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  on  Meetings,  and  such 
order  must  be  completed  before  any  other  business  is  intro¬ 
duced,  except  such  order  of  business  is  suspended  by  a  vote  of 
four-fifths  present. 

Alteration  of  Constitution. 

XVI.  — No  alteration  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  shall  be  made,  except  at  a  regular  meeting,  and  unless 
such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous  meet¬ 
ing,  and  entered  on  the  minutes,  with  the  name  of  the  member 
proposing  the  same,  and  shall  be  adopted  by  a  vote  of  four- 
fifths  of  the  Active  members  present.
